Congregation Sells Bit of History 


The 126-year-old house of 
worship was established in 
1850 and is the second oldest 
church in Collin County, 
preceeded by one located in 
Anna. 
The present structure, 
which is about to be moved 
from the prem ises and 
replaced with a 
modern 
building, was erected in the 
early 1900’s, but members 
were worshipping at the 
present location as early as 
the 1890’s. Prior to that date, 
the church was located near 
Addison, later at Frisco and 
finally on Farm Rd. 544, 
west of Preston Rd. and near 
Willow Bend Polo Club. 
One of Liberty’s oldest, 
m em bers, 
Mr. 
M.L. 
McCullough still lives in 
Plano. McCullough, who is 89 
years of age, joined the 
church sometime in 1925, 
then moved away for a time, 
but returned several years 
ago. His daughter, Mildred, 
also attends the church. 
Memories Relived 
Also still a member and 
affliated with the church for 
almost 50 years is Mrs. Paul 
Junker 
who 
recalls 
memories from her early 
childhood when classes were 
conducted in one large room 


with curtains 
drawn bet­ 
ween them for privacy. 
She also remembers that 
they were warmed from a 
centralized pot-belly stove. 
Today the building is heated 
with butane, and when the 
brick building is completed, 
it will be all electric. 
“Those were wonderful 
times, with good friends to 
worship with and church 
dinners on the ground,” she 
recalled. 
The first wedding to ever 
take place in the church was 
that of Mrs. Bob (R.C.) 
Fortenor, a WMU Women’s 
Missionary Society worker 
and a county missionary.

(Lena) 
Pearson was an early church 
clerk at Liberty. 
Rev. 
D A . 
Grigg, 
an 
associate pastor at Plano’s 
First Baptist Church spent 
ll years as pastor of Liberty 
Baptist, starting in 1933 and 
completing his work there in 
1944. 
Current Pastor 
Jim Dickson, principal at 
Wilson Junior High School, 
has been the pastor at 
Liberty for the last seven 
years and reports that while 
construction is going on, 
worship will be held in the 
parsonage, located on the 
property. 


Dickson said 
the 
old 
structure has been sold and 
will be 
moved off the 
property at 
once. 
Con­ 
struction will begin im ­ 
m ediately 
on 
the 
new 
structure, which is to be only 
slightly larg er than the 
present one, emcompassing 
3800 square feet. 
For awhile, it looked as if 
the Dallas Heritage Society 
was interested in the church 
but for some reason did not 
make the purchase, so it has 
been sold to another buyer. 
Attendance at the church 
services ranges between 25 
and 35, that being the total 
membership number. 


Dickson said that church 
members realize that Plano 
is moving in their direction 
and wants to improve on 
their facilities as the city 
expands. 
The church charter was 
activated on Feb. 16, 1850, 
under the direction of the 
P resbytry com prised of 
Samuel N oblett, Rhonda 
Noblett, John Cook, John 
McCants, Permelia McCants 
and Sara Jackson. 
Elders were David Myers, 
Eli Witt and John Myers, 
and Jessie Gough served as 
the first deacon. 
The land was purchased 
from J.L. Purcell on Feb. 20, 
1886, at $10 for the ap­ 
proximate one-acre site.

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The Press And The American Revolution 
Frenchman Gives Aid To Rebels

P ie rre Augustin Caron 
was a Frenchm an of m any 
talents—poet, 
playwright, 
watchm aker, secret agent, 
m aster of intrigue and man- 
a bout-town. 
After m arrying above his 
station, he was able to add 
“de Beaum archais” to his 
nam e. 
This 
handsom e, 
charm ing, and witty man 
became a popular figure at 
the French court where he 
m ade influential friends. 
In 
e a rlie r 
y e a rs 
B eau m arch ais had been 
clever enoiq^h to m ake a 
watch so sm all that it would 
fit into the ring of M adam e 
de Pom padour, the famous 
m istress of Louis XV. Now 
he w as 
a 
d istinguish ed 
co u rtie r. 
M any 
would 
rem em ber him as the author 
of the two popular comedies, 
“ The Barber of Seville” and 
“ The M arriage of Figaro. 
Not troubled by too many 
scruples, B eaum archais had 
served well as a 
secret 
French agent 
in

countries. While in London in 
1775 he m et the Virginian, 
Arthur Lee, who told him 
that the Americans were 
determ ined to resist British 
ty ran n y 
to 
the 
end. 
Beaum archais was so im­ 
pressed that he wrote Louis 
XVI. “ I say,S ire, that such a 
nation must be invincible ’ 
Retaliation Seen 
Wasn’t there a splendid 
opportunity in the American 
rebellion for France to strike 
back at her old enemy, Great 
B ritain? 
M em ory

Dummy Firm Used 
Supplies might be tran­ 
sferred to a dummy business 
firm 
and 
then 
shipped 
secretly to the Americans. 
On May 22,1776 (two months 
before the Declaration of 
Independence), the French 
government decided to go 
along with the scheme 
The simple fact was that 
France could not let the 
Am erican 
rebellion 
be 
crushed for want of supplies. 
Not a single American agent 
had reached Paris before the 
decision was made to send 
military stores and financial 
aid to the rebels. 
Beaumarchais organized 
the 
fictitious 
com pany. 
Hoderique 
Hortalez 
et 
Compagnie, and soon the 
clever 
Frenchm an 
was 
doing a very active business. 
With the governments of 
France (and later Spain) as 
active partners, the com­ 
pany began shipping huge 
quantities of supplies to 
Am erica. 
Only 
recently 
Beaumarchais had been in 
(rouble with his creditors, 
but now he lived in ex­ 
travagant splendor. 
Enormous Benefits 
The benefit to the United 
States was enormous. All 
kinds of military stores were 
sent over by Hortalez et 
Compagnie, many of them 
directly from the royal 
French arsenal. Often they 
bore the royal monogram. 
Without a doubt the most 
important single commodity 
g ip p ed was gun powder in 
the first two-and-one-half 


years of the Revolution

Eager to get all possible 
aid from abroad, the Con­ 
tinental Congress appointed 
Arthur Lee. Silas Deane, and 
Benjamin Franklin as an

inexperienced 
Deane 
had 
difficulties. 
Franklin enjoyed amazing 
success in this mission. 
Urbane and a m aster 
psychologist, the 70-year-old 
Franklin captivated Paris. 
Patriarchal in appearance 
but unpretentious, agreeably 
eccentric but very shrewd. 
he attended countless social 
affairs To many he seemed 
to be the embodiment of the

cause,

Voltaire once referred to the

Victory Assured

several years before that 
goal was won.

Soldiers Arrive 
Bv the summer of 1778 
French soldiers began to 
arrive in the United States to 
aid in the war against 
Britain. Washington’s long 
wearisom e struggle was 
im m ed iately 
re lie v ed 
somewhat. The Revolution 
was far from won and there 
were still dark days ahead; 
but French forces including 
numerous French warships. 
were of inestim able im ­ 
portance to the Continentals 
in the late stages of the war 
French 
enthusiasts 
like 
Beaum archais had been 
quick to call for French 
support of the American 
Revolution. It was not in any 
way, however, a m atter of 
sentim ent but 
rath er a 
question of good national 
policy for France to oppose 
Great Britain. The absolutist 
French monarchy certainly 
had no desire to encourage 
the American liberal ex­ 
periment in government by 
the people.

The 
steam spins th e tu rb in , 
which in turn spins the 
g e n e ra to r, 
to 
produce 
electricity. 
Scheduled to be placed in 
operation in the m ore im ­ 
m ediate future are several 
lignite-fueled plants. TP&L 
has been acquiring lignite 
deposits in East Texas for 
the past 30 years. Texas 
lignite, a soft coal, is low in 
sulphur content and presents 
fe w e r 
e n v ir o n m e n ta l 
problems than m ost other 
forms of coal. 
Lignite-fueled plants now 
under construction include: 
1. 
M onticello 
Steam 
Electric Station 
in 
Titus 
County. Two 575,000-kilowatt 
units are now operating, and 
a 
750,000-kilowatt unit at 
Monticello will be placed in 
service in 1978. TP&L is 
scheduled to own 50 percent 
of the 750,000-kilowatt unit, 
and TESCO will own the 
rem ainder. 
2. Martin Lake, Rusk 
County, will be the largest 
generating facility ever 
constructed by the company. 
Four 750,000-kilowatt units 
are being built with com­ 
pletion scheduled prior to the 
peak season ct each of the 
years 1977, 1978, 1979 and 
1981. TP&L is scheduled to 
own 60 percent of the plant’s 
capacity, 
with 
the 
remainder going to DP&L 
and TESCO. 
3. F o re st G rove, H en­ 
derson County, will have one 


750.000-kilowatt 
generating 
unit in service prior to the 
peak season of 1981. TP&L 
will own 20 percent of this 
facility , the other 80 percent 
will be owned by DP&L and 
TESCO 
4. Twin Oak, Robertson 
County, will be constructed 
and owned jointly by TP&L 
and the Aluminum Co. of 
America. 
The 
plant 
will 
consist 
of 
two 
750,000- 
kilowatt generating units to 
be placed in service in 1982 
and 1983. 
All of 
the new 
lignite 
plants are being constructed 
adjacent to lignite deposits 
estim ated to be sufficient for 
the service life of the units. 
By 1983, when the lignite- 
fueled 
plants 
now 
under 
construction or in design 
stages are completed, an 
e stim a te d 67 p ercen t of 
T P & L ’ s 
e n e r g y 
requirem ents will be sup­ 
plied by lignite, com pared 
with about 13 percent in 1974. 
N uclear will 
furnish 
12 
percent of the Company s 
power needs, with gas and 
oil accounting for only 21 
p e rc e n t. 
L ig n ite -fu e le d 
power plants cost m ore than 
twice as much per kilowatt 
to build as gas or oil-fueled 
plants. 
A ccording to com pany 
officials, TP&L is m aking 
every effort to preserve the 
environm ent in all of its 
operations. For instance, in 
the mining of lignite, the 
company has an extensive 
and expensive program of 
restoring the land. 
A fter 
the 
su b su rface 
deposits of lignite have been 
rem oved, 
the 
soil 
which 
covered them is replaced, 
graded to a natural contour 
and planted with grasses and 
other vegetation compatible 
to the area Thus, the land 
involved is restored not only 
in appearance, but to an 
equal or better state of 
productivity.

P ierre Augustin Caron 
was a Frenchman of many 
talents—poet, 
playwright, 
watchmaker, secret agent, 
master of intrigue and man- 
about-town. 
After marrying above his 
station, he was able to add 
“de Beaumarchais” to his 
nam e. 
This 
handsom e, 
charming, and witty man 
became a popular figure at 
the French court where he 
made influential friends. 
In 
earlier 
years 
Beaum archais had been 
clever enough to make a 
watch so small that it would 
fit into the ring of Madame 
de Pompadour, the famous 
mistress of Louis XV. Now 
he w as 
a 
distinguished 
courtier. 
Many 
would 
remember him as the author 
of the two popular comedies. 
“The Barber of Seville” and 
“The Marriage of Figaro.’ 
Not troubled by too many 
scruples, Beaumarchais had 
served well as a 
secret 
French agent 
in 
several 
countries. While in London in 
1775 he met the Virginian, 
Arthur Lee, who told him 
that the Americans were 
determined to resist British 
tyranny 
to

end. 
Beaumarchais was so im­ 
pressed that he wrote Louis 
XVI. “I say, Sire, that such a 
nation must be invincible ’’ 
Retaliation Seen 
Wasn’t there a splendid 
opportunity in the American 
rebellion for France to strike 
back at her old enemy, Great 
Britain? 
Memory 
of 
France’s humiliation in the 
French and Indian War was 
still fresh, and the desire for 
revenge

Beaum archais had been in 
trouble with his creditors, 
but now he lived in ex­ 
travagant splendor 
Enormous Benefits

Revolution. It was not in any

The absolutist 
French monarchy certainly 
had no desire to encourage 
the American liberal ex­ 
periment in government by 
the people.

construction near Glen Rose 
will consist of two 1,150,000- 
kilowatt generating units 
and will be owned jointly by 
TP&L, Dallas Power & Light 
Co. and T exas E lectric 
Service Co. The first unit is 
scheduled for operation in 
1980, and the second in 1982. 
The companies also 
will 
build a 3,200-acre lake at the 
plant site. Lake water will be 
used for cooling purposes. 
A nuclear plant produces 
electricity the same way a 
conventional plant does. The 
heat source is the only dif­ 
ference since nuclear fission 
produces the 
heat 
which 
turns water into steam. The 
steam spins the turbin, 
which in 
turn 
spins the 
generator, 
to 
produce 
electricity. 
Scheduled to be placed in 
operation in the more im­ 
mediate future are several 
lignite-fueled plants. TP&L 
has been acquiring lignite 
deposits in East Texas for 
the past 30 years. Texas 
lignite, a soft coal, is low in 
sulphur content and presents 
fe w e r 
e n v ir o n m e n ta l 
problems than most other 
forms of coal. 
Lignite-fueled plants now 
under construction include: 
1. 
M onticello 
Steam 
Electric 
Station in 
Titus 
County. Two 575,000-kilowatt 
units are now operating, and 
a 750,000-kilowatt unit at 
Monticello will be placed in 
service in 1978. TP&L is 
scheduled to own 50 percent 
of the 750,000-kilowatt unit, 
and TESCO will own the 
remainder. 
2. Martin Lake, Rusk 
County, will be the largest 
generating facility ever 
constructed by the company. 
Four 750,000-kilowatt units 
are being built with com­ 
pletion scheduled prior to the 
peak season of each of the 
years 1977, 1978, 1979 and 
1981. TP&L is scheduled to 
own 60 percent of the plant’s 
capacity, 
with 
the 
remainder going to DP&L 
and TESCO. 
3. Forest Grove, Hen­ 
derson County, will have one 


750,000-kilowatt 
generating 
unit in service prior to the 
peak season of 1981. TP&L 
will own 20 percent of this 
facility; the other 80 percent 
will be owned by DP&L and 
TESCO. 
4. Twin Oak, Robertson 
County, will be constructed 
and owned jointly by TP&L 
and the Aluminum Co. of 
America. 
The 
plant 
will 
consist 
of 
two 
750,000- 
kilowatt generating units to 
be placed in service in 1982 
and 1983. 
All oi 
the new 
lignite 
plants are being constructed 
adjacent to lignite deposits 
estimated to be sufficient for 
the service life of the units. 
By 1983, when the lignite- 
fueled 
plants 
now 
under 
construction or in design 
stages are completed, an 
estim ated 67 percent of 
T P & L ’ s 
e n e r g y 
requirements will be sup­ 
plied by lignite, compared 
with about 13 percent in 1974. 
Nuclear w ill 
furnish 
12 
percent of the Company s 
power needs, with gas and 
oil accounting for only 21 
p ercen t. 
L ig n ite-fu eled 
power plants cost more than 
twice as much per kilowatt 
to build as gas or oil-fueled 
plants. 
According to com pany 
officials, TP&L is making 
every effort to preserve the 
environment in all of its 
operations. For instance, in 
the mining of lignite, the 
company has an extensive 
and expensive program of 
restoring the land. 
After 
the 
subsurface 
deposits of lignite have been

By LARRY CAWOOD 
Member, University 
Christian Church 
The Jew’s main problem 
in Jesus' time was that they 
didn’t study with an open 
mind.

(Matt. 5:17; John 19:30), 
that it was nailed to the cross 
with Him (Col. 2:14), that 
Christ is the end of the law to 
believers (Romans 10:4), 
that the law was a tutor to 
bring us to the Christ (Gal. 
3:24), and since He had 
come, the law was no more 
useful or in force. 
Christ died for all mankind 
(John 1:29) making His 
church a universal 
in­ 
stitution not a national af­ 
fair. And this is contrary to 
the Jewish beliefs of that day 
and this.

tention to the complete 
sacred writings caused them 
to not understand that the 
kingdom to be established 
was to be spiritual in nature 
and universal in scope. 
While the apostles were 
consistent Jews, that were 
also inspired of God to guide 
the early church (John 
16:13). 
The concession they had 
m ade 
in 
receiving 
the 
Gentiles were concessions of 
their own pride and nothing 
else. They were not com­ 
promising God’s Will. 
They failed to realize that 
Jesus now was all powerful 
and authoratative (M att. 
28:18). 
They completely ignored 
the atonement, of Jesus and 
were looking to the law of 
Moses for salvation (John 
5:39). They failed to realize 
that there was no promise of 
eternal life in the law of 
Moses. How many people 
today 
m ake 
this 
sam e 
mistake? 
T h e s e 
‘ ‘ J e w i s h 
Christians” were not in­ 
spired. 


The Council At Jerusalem 
The Church at Jerusalem 
had, at one time a mem­ 
bership in excess of 10,000. 
The council there consisted 
of the apostles and elders of 
that church. At this council, 
the law of Moses and cir­ 
cumcision were refered to as 
a “yoke of bondage” too 
heavy to be born. 
The decision was that the 
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law of Moses and c ir­ 
cumcision were not binding 
on Christians. This decision 
was m ade because “ It 
seemed good to the Holy 
Spirit and to us...” 
Since these decisions have 
already been made and all 
the great principles of 
Christianity have already 
been given (ll Pet. 1:3) and 
are recorded in the Scrip­ 
tures by the Holy Spirit, it 
seems to me we should look 
in the Book for our authority 
in all matters pertaining to 
life and godliness. 
The authority of Moses 
and the law were completely 
ignored in the making of this 
decision which still applies 
to Christians today. 
Conclusion 
The harmony of the Bible 
is beautifully in agreement 
with this decision. 
When Jesus was tran­ 
sfigured (Matt. 17), Moses 
appeared, representing the 
Old Testament 
law, 
and 
E l i j a h 
a p p e a r e d , 
representing 
the 
O.T. 
prophets, and yet God said 
“This is My beloved Son, 
with whom I am well- 
pleased; hear Him. ” 
This also agrees with the 
opening of the Hebrew letter 
(1:1-3). 
The examples of the O.T. 
are invaluable to strengthen 
our faith and to learn about 
life but just because God 
tolerated polygam y then 
doesn’t make it right for 
Christians today. And so it is 
with many other things 
including circumcision and 
the law of Moses, the death 
knell was sounded for these 


by the hammers that nailed 
Jesus to the cross, leaving 
Jesus with all authority as 
our Prophet, Priest, and 
King. 
And this all brings us to 
today. Not one modern sect 
would exist today, were it 
not for error. 
Denominationalism could 
not 
exist 
without 
the 
recognition of some false 
authority. 
Denomination­ 
alism 
adds, 
subtracts, 
substitutes or modifies, or 
it 
would 
not 
be 
denom inationalism . 
The 
true path to unity is Christ 
Jesus (John 14:6). 
Creeds Today 
The word “creed” comes 
from the Latin “ credo” 
meaning “I believe 
Each 
and every person must be 
allowed to investigate the 
gospel and reach his own 
conclusion. If people would 
do this and were allowed to 
do so without others trying to 
interpret for them, I believe 
people would be amazed at 
how little division there 
would be in Christianity. 
The objection to creeds is 
that they maintain some 
authority other 
than 
the 
Lord and His revealed Word. 
There is nothing wrong with 
a person trying to write 
down what he believes but he 
must not make this creed a 
test of fellowship. 
On the other hand why not 
let the Bible be your creed? 
If the creed you write does 
not entail all that is con­ 
tained in God’s Word, your 
creed is not complete, and if 
it contains all that is con­ 
tained in God’s Word, it is 


the same as God’s Word- 
which you can buy in printed 
form at your local book store 
and that would be much 
quicker than writing (and 
probably more legible). 
“In faith unity, in opinions 
and methods liberty, in all 
things, love.” 
The True Creed 
According to John 3:16 
Jesus is or should be our 
creed. Human creeds are 
continually being revised, 
but Jesus needs no revising. 
How is it we could improve 
on this creed? 
“What think ye of Christ? 

“Dost 
thou believe in the Son of 
God?” “ If thou believest 
with all

repudiate his “dead works” 
and count them “loss” to 
find salvation in Christ, 
through whom alone he 
could produce good wor fcs 
which God could accept. 
(Phil. 3:4-9). 
This is why he later 
declared 
by 
divine 
in­ 
spiration: “For by grace are 
ye saved, through faith; and 
that not of yourselves; it is 


the gift of God: Not of works, 
lest any man should boast, 
for we are His workmanship, 
created in Christ Jesus unto 
good works...” (Eph. 2:8-10). 


“Dead works” are not only 
unacceptable to God, but an 
evil substitute for the faith 
He desires, 
“for without 
faith it is impossible to 
please God” (Heb. 11:6). But 
“he that believeth on the Son 
of God hath life” and this life 
is bound to bear fruit- the 
good works with which God 
is truly pleased. 


The difference 
between 
the “good works” of the 
unregenerate man and the 
“good works” of a true 
believer, then, is that the 
former are “dead works” 
while the latter are the 
precious 
fruit 
of 
life 
possessed. 
No man can please God 
while he denies the truth of 
His Word or rejects His Son, 
so graciously given to die on 
the cross as our Savior. To 
try to win His favor by “good 
w orks” 
while 
rejecting 
Christ is like sending a gift to 
a man whose beloved son 
you spurn ami despise. 
“The Father loveth the 
Son. and hath given all 
things into His hands. He 
that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life. And be 
that believeth not the Son 
shall not see life.”

Dr. Urdaneta said con­ 
trolling 
bleeding

claypacks or spider webs is 
practiced by many rural 
black families. They also 
cover the chest with goose , 
grease and a flannel cloth for 
colds and treat high blood 
pressure with doses of ep­ 
som salts. 
“ For som e reason 
it 
works,” she said. “ Many 
folk medicine practices are 
not harmful and might be 
helpful.” 
She 
said 
instead 
of 
ridiculing folk m edicine 
Americans should study it 
for possible use in com­ 
bination 
with 
scientific 
medical treatment. 
“Some treatm ents using 
m anipulation, herbs and 
salves work 
as well 
as 
anything else. 
It 
is not 
necessary 
that 
every 
medicine be a prescription,” 
she said. 
“ However, we must teach 
medicine men how to distin­ 
guish between an illness that 
they can treat with their kind 
of remedies and an illness 
that requires the attention of 
a physician.”

(U PI) — A researcher at the 
University of Texas at San 
Antonio says 80 to 90 per cent 
of people who become ill and 
go to a doctor would recover 
just as quickly by going to 
their grandmothers. 
Dr. Maria Luisa Urdaneta 
laughs about the old tale of 
the rich man and the poor 
man falling sick with the 
same ailment. The rich man 
goes to a doctor for ex­ 
pensive treatment and the 
poor man stays home and 
applies home remedies. 
The rich man gets well in a 
week. The poor man gets 
well in seven days. 
“That’s a joke,” Dr. Ur­ 
daneta said. “But it is a 
m atter of fact that many 
home remedies are just as 
effective at 
curing some 
illnesses as prescription 
medicines.” 
Dr. Urdaneta teaches a 
class at UTSA in which her 
students 
exam ine 
the 
ch a rac te ristic s 
of 
folk 
medicine and ethnic ideas on 
illnesses 
and 
m edical 
treatment. 
“ Our 
m iddle 
class 
population has gotten used to 
modern, scientific medical 
t r e a t m e n t , 
b u t 
ethomedicine, folk medicine 
practices among the poor 
and ethnic minorities, 
is 
very 
much 
alive 
and 
utilized.” she said. 
Dr. Urdaneta, an assistant 
professor of social sciences 
with a Ph.D. in medical 
athropology, 
said 
in 
her 
studies she has found 80 to 90 
per cent 
of those 
who 
become ill recover “whether 
they go to see their doctor or 
to see their grandmother.” 
She said folk medicine 
continues to be practiced as 
a m atter of accessibility 
because in many areas there 
are no health care prac­ 
titioners available. 
“ Despite the superstition 
that often accompanies the 
application, there’s a lot of 
relevance to folk medicine,”
